Local officials say Medicare cuts miss mark

When a private business holds down 
its costs, and Its prices and volume 
remain the same, it makes a higher 
profit. But when a hospital holds down 
its costsr its Medicare reimbursement 
goes down. If it costs 91.2 million to 
treat Medicare patients; it gets $1.2 
million. If It costs $1 million, it gets $1 
million. 

Richardson estimates that for every 
$1 In lowered costs, MVMH realizes 
only a 55-cent savings, 

Nor does Medicare pay for all the 
costs Involved In patient care — only 
~WhatTre\ailied"allowflbltf , w«ts: 

For example, "Medicare does not 
consider patients' telephones and 
televisions allowable costs, so these 
items are not figured into the 
Medicare reimbursement rate. 

But the hospital can't deny phones 
and TVs to Medicare patients — or 
charge them for their use, Richardson 
says. So the cost Is borne by all of the 
patients. 

A significant non-allowable cost Is 
malpractice insurance. Since 41 per- 
cent of the hospital's patients are- 
Medicare, one might expect Medicare 
to pay 41 percent of the hospital's 
malpractice insurance fees. 

Not so. The federal government 
says that because only about 5 percent 
of the nation's malpractice suits are 
filed by Medicare patients, It will pay 
only 5.1 percent of malpractice insur- 
ance fees. Yet, a hospital's 
malpractice insurance must cover all 
Itspatlents. 

Medicare does, however, pay what 
is called a "nursing differential." 
Since elderly patients generally need 
more- -nursing care, Medicare 
calculates the. cost of providing nurs- 
ing for Medicare patients and adds 8.5 
percent. - 

However, Congress recently re- 
duced this differential to 5 percent, 
meaning MVMH will get about $50,000 
less from Medicare. 

In general, Richardson says, 
Medicare pays about 72 percent or the 
hospital's- charges_Thal is,. -for a„ 
typical bill of $1,000, only $720 will be 
reimbursed. 

Because hospitals receive less 
money from treating Medicare pa- 
tients than non-Medicare . patients, .

Under this pro- 
posal, Medicare would automatically 
cut 2 percent from the total amount of 
the hospital's reimbursement. 

This is intended to save the gov- 
ernment $600 million to $800 million. It 
will cost MVMH an estimated $175,000 
a year, according to Richardson. 

Under another change. Medicare 
would compensate all Its patients at a 
hospital's -double-occupancy rate, 
even if patients arc placed In private 
rooms. At MVMH, private rooms cost

This change would save the gov- 
ernment $50 million and cost MVMH

U.S. officials refused to comment, but Argen- 
tine-officials said differences remained;

CHICAGO (UPI) — . A manpower 
expert predicted Saturday the de-

The labor shortage, however, is 
going to force a return to creativity 
and planning and the competition for 
manpower is going to Increase the 
individual's level of job satisfaction 
because industry is going to be forced 
to cater to its workers, shesaid. 

"The whole subject of discrimina- 
tion is going to fly out the window by 
force, not by taw," she said. "We're 
going to have to capitalize on the older 
employee, the younger employee, the 
"female employee, the black employee 
and all the rest.

His rejection record was unblemished by a single acccplancc. It 
seemed that nobody who was anybody .wanted to pay his own way 
to Kingston in order to celebrate the recapture of a train by the 
Confederate Army during the Civil War. 

Then last year, Ayers did somclhinfjdlffcrcnl, He issued a sort 
— ofopen call for "any famous person.'-' His desperate plea made 
the networks and the wires, and pretty soon, lots of people wanted 
to come to Kingston.

The cost of potholes is not a political issue 



WASHINGTON — In 1980, Republicans rebelled against the 
Iniquity of the 55 mph national speed limit and denounced it In

Only the gallantry I learned at my father's knee keeps me from 
hooting when Republicans devise euphemisms to avoid saying 
"tax increases."

- - user-fee, He proposes raising $4 billion annually from the 

four-cent increase, and another Si billion from other user fees, 
primarily on heavy trucks. About $1 billion would be dedicated to 
mass-transit capital investments. 

This last provision, although perhaps justifiable, muddles

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-Psychic numbing' helps us avoid realities of nuclear war

Nuclear war could be the last 
epidemic our civilization will know. 

Hundreds of millions of people 
would be killed or injured, and the 
economic, ecological and social fabric 
on which human life depends would be 
—shattered, 

The likelihood of nuclear war 
becomes greater as the arms race 
escalates, and as government leaders 
devise scenarios for fighting and 
"winning" a "limited" nuclear war. 

The United States now has 30,000 
nuclear weapons; Russia has 20,000; 
Britain, France, China and India 
together have about 1,000 — a total of 
a little over 50,000 nuclear weapons, 
or enough to provide five tons of 
explosive power for every man, 
woman and child on earth. 

By the 1990s, It is felt that at least 
two dozen countries will have nuclear 
weapons. Wilh the proliferation of 
these weapons, and the potential for 
confrontatlon^between^nueiear na- 
tions, chances are high that a nuclear 
device could be exploded by the end of 
the century, cither by accident or 
design. 

In addition to reducing the thresh- 
old for nuclear war, the nuclear arms 
race consumes huge amounts of 
money, technology and manpower 
that could be used for health and 
social needs. For example, the cost of 
one Trident ballistic missile subma- 
rine could fund the child nutrition 
-program.that was cut from the feder- 
al budget. '. 

The destructive effects of nuclear 
weapons- on human lives often are 
obscured by Jargon such as "surgfeal 
strike """"and" "ctfU'ate'rrorce 
exchange." People tend not to want to 
think about what these. weapons can 
really do, as If there was a mass 
' process of avoidance and. denial — a 
. process that has been called "psychic, 
numbing." 

The first step then in dealing with 
the threat of nuclear war is to shatter 
this psychic numbing and. take a 
realistic look at the effects of nuclear 
weapons, in the light of this, notions of

survivability and civil defense must 
then be critically examined. 
. Although ..the 15-k Hoton atomic 
bomb dropped on Hiroshima was 
primitive in-comparison in today's 
megaton nuclear weapons, a review, 
of Its effects gives us some 
meaningful Insights. Nuclear 
weapons cause damage by three 
I mechanisms: blast, fire and irradia- 
iUon-OuUof-a-populatlon_of_245,000. 
" people, 75,000 people were killed and 
100,000 sustained serious injuries — 
principally trauma, burn injuries and 
radiation sickness. 

Present-day nuclear weapons' range 
In size from one klloton to 20 
megatons, that Is, up to 1,400 times the 
explosive power of the Hiroshima 
bomb. 

If a single one-megaton bomb was 
exploded over downtown Miami, ev- 
erything for a distance of a half-mile 
from the point of Impact — "ground 
zero" — would be vaporized, and 
there would be an impact crater 1,000 
feet wide and 200 feet deep. 

The blasj would jjroduce tremen- 
dous overpressures and wmds~Up to" 
500 miles per hour, destroying or 
severely damaging buildings within a 
radius of elght-and-a-half miles. 
Broken glass and other solid objects 
would be turned into missiles, trav- 
eling at speeds greater than 100 miles 
per hour. The heat would be so Intense 
that everyone within a radius of six 
miles would either be killed or 
seriously burned. Firestorms could 
occure, fanned by 100- to 200-mph 
winds, burning and asphyxiating 
those In shelters, and Increasing the 
lethal area five-fold. 

Lethal radioactive fallout would 
cover an area of almost t.000 miles, 
and would make this area un- 
inhabitable' for a prolonged period of 
time. In all, 469,000 people would be 
killed and 500,000 seriously injured — 
that Is, almost 1 million casualties or 
about 42 percent of the population. 

Such death and destruction occur- 
ring at one place at one moment 
would be unprecedented in human 



The kinds of Injuries that would 
occur after a nuclear explosion would 
include trauma of all kinds and In 



combinations — crushing Injuries, 
fractures, penetrating wounds, lacer- 
ations,"Kem6rrh"age,'jirid ruptured In- 
ternal organs, especially rupture of" 
the lung. There would be tens of 
thousands of severe burn Injuries, far 
exceeding present available.- re- 
sources in the entire United Stales for 
effective treatment of burns. There 

_ would be radiation sickness, deafness 
due to the ruptured eardrums and 
bllndncss_due_to retinal burns from 
glancing at the fireball. 

In the post-attack period, starvation 
and dehydration would be rampant, 

'with the depletion and the radioactive 
contamination of the food and -"ater 
supply. 

Infectious diseases would flourish in 
-epldemic-proportions-ducJo.people:s_ 
decreased resistance, poor sanitary 
conditions, decomposition of human 
and animal corpses, and the pro- 
liferation of insect vectors, since In- 
sects are more resistant to radiation 
than man. 

The types of Infectious diseases 
would include many scourges of the 
past, such as tuberculosis, plague, 
typhus, typhoid fever, .hepatitis, 
cholera, tetanus and rabies. There 
would be stillbirths and fetal 
.malformations, and in later years, an 
■ increased Incidence of cancer and 
untold genetic effects. 

Depletion of the ozone layer In the 
stratosphere would allow ultraviolet 
rays bribe sun To penetrate, causing"" 
blindness and eventual , death In 
animals and many insects, thereby 
causing vegetation to die,' and thus 
totally disrupting the ecological 
balance. 

The health-care system would be 
devastated and couldn't begin to deal 
effectively with the casualties. 
Physicians and hospitals would be 
destroyed at rates greater than that of 
the general population because they 
tend to be concentrated in downtown 
areas, the areas of highe st let halit y. 

Unlike Hiroshima, there would be 
no -outside help because there would 
be no one outside to render it. There 
would be 1.700 seriously Injured sur- 
'vlvors "foreflch-surviving doctor. If 
each doctor saw each patient for 10 
minutes and worked 20 hours a day, It 
would be eight days before each 
person was seen once by a physician. 

These are the effects trom'tlie 
explosion of a single one-megaton 
nuclear weapon. A nuclear exchange 
would bo expected to Involve multiple 
weapons of even greater destructive 
capacity, so that the entire population 
of Miami would be killed and the city 



totally destroyed. 

In an all-out nuclear war between 
the~Unltcd States and t be~Sovlet 
Union, there would be more~thStt~250 
million deaths and 60 million serious 
Injuries — in other words, mutual 
genocide.. Radioactive. fallout._.much_ 
of It lethal, would cover the entire 
United States and Soviet Union, and 
there would be significant radiation 
exposure over the entire planet. With 
the vast physical devastation and 
total disruption of the economic, 
ecological and social fabric, this in- 
deed would be the last epidemic our 



civilization would know. 

The conclusion to be drawn is that 
_there~is~no~effectlve survival, even 
from~a limited nuclear- war.- which - 
easily could escalate Into a full-scale 
nuclear war. The magnitude of death

^overwhelming. There Is no possible 
ffcctfve medical response. And tho 
proposed mechanisms of civil defense 
— shelters and mass evacuation — 
would be equally ineffectual.

Strychnine and zinc phosphide are 
two poisons authorized for jack rabbit 
control, Nelson said. Zinc phosphide 
has been authorized far use with 
carrots only In Idaho. Pieces of carrot 
should be used to bait rabbits before 
the zinc phosphide-treated carrots arc 
placed In fields. . 

"The poisoned bait is most effective 
when placed In furrows across paths 
that rabbits use around the edge of 
affected fields," the (ask force re- 
ported. 

The task force said fencing is most 
effectively used around haystacks 
and valuable crops since It Is so 
costly." 

"While the Initial costs are high, 
they must be weighed against the 
extent of damage and the recognition 



that jack rabbits will again increase 
to depredation levels in the future," 
the task force reported. 

The task force said one of the 
problems of fencing is that rabbit 
populations fluctuate and the farmer 
must plan for the future when the 
animals again increase.

In today's housing market, "the 
current problem is affordability," 
explained Tom Musll, director of 
continuing education In real estate 
at the University of Minnesota. 

"Ninety-seven percent_of_ first- _ 
timehomebuye'rscouldnofquallfy 
to buy the average-priced house," 
Musil said. "And that'sfor existing 
housing. Even fewer could qualify 
"for a new home." But young people 
still need homes; the baby-boom 
generation will create a strong 
demand for housing well into the . 
1990s, he said. 

At the same time, Musil said, 
America is "ovorhoused." The 
1580 Census showed a dramatic 
drop in the size of households. Over 
. the past decade, the number of . 
one-person households increased 
44 percent while the number of 
6ix-pcrson households debreased 
by 31 percent. 

That means a surplus of space in 
many houses. "We built a lot of our 
housing stock for four- and five- 
member families," Musil said. 

Meanwhile, the papulation of 
many cities is graying. Big houses 
can become physical and financial 

burdens for old people, some of 
whom may be forced to give up 
their homes — only, to find that 
high interest rotes mean they can 
neither find a buyer at a good price 
nor afford another dwelling. 

The obvious answer, according 
to advocates of accessory housing, 
is to match those with big houses, 
and those willi none. It's a solution"""- 
many families already have dls — 



covered on their own. 

"There are any number of non- 
elderly households who bought into 
extra space to years ago, before 
the energy crunch, and who might 
benefit from taking in one or two 
"renters;" Lapp said. Tenants" 
might include anyone who wants to 
live in-a- communlty but ■ can ! f 
afford the prevailing rents, he 
said. 

Hare argues that the benefits of 
accessory housfng arc broad — 
real estate agents con match cus- 
tomers and clients and thus save 
their businesses; savings and loan 
associations don't have to 
foreclose on mortgages; older 
homeowners are assured a high 
price when It comes time to_sen. 

Not everyone, however, consid- 
ers accessory housing a panacea. 
Neighbors and city officials are 
nervous about subdividing old 
houses, based on cflles' experi- 
ences during the post-World War II 
housing shortage, when many big 
old homes were carved up into 
boarding houses. 

But advocates of accessory hous- 
ing are promoting a different vis- 
Ion... Nearly. alL cities thatjuiye^ 
legalized accessory apartments — 
that is. allowed them in single- 
family areas require owners to. 
occupy the houses. 

The new laws also prohibit 
external changes In the converted 
house. A few even require that the - 
landlord or tenant be elderly. 

Ideally, Lapp said, "We're, talk- 
ing about a typical 1,500- to 



2,000-square-foot house built In the 
late 1950s and '60s, now too large 
and not energy efficient; (an 
apartment) unit of 400 to 600 
square feet, clearly subordinate to 
the principal unit; and Interior

perhaps for two flags on the 
mailbox." 

The "best example and the least 
expensive" type of accessory 
apartment. Hare said is a con- 
verted recreation room in a 
walkout basemen!, "with good 
exits and light." 

To avoid the problems neighbors 
fear; cities-must "build-in perfor- 
mance standards" when passing 
accessory- housing ordinances, 
Lapp said. These can Include 
minimum house and lot sizes and 
maximum area that can be de- 
voted to apartments. 

Through licensing and special 
use permits, city officials can 
control the number and location ot 
accessory units. Hare and Lapp

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In a re- 
flection of the Importance of 
technology in business offices, more 
than half the secretaries .surveyed by 
a secretarial firm say they will need 
to learn technical skills In the next 
live years.

Court hears case of arrest victim 



WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court this week will consid- 
er the case of a Chicago woman who 
was arrested by police, stripped 
naked and held In jail — when she was 
actually the victim of the crime. 

Returning to the. bench, after a_. 
two-week recess, the justices will 
hear arguments in the dispute, which 
tests whether court clerks can be sued 
for making mistakes that result In a 
person's wrongful arrest. - - - ■■■■■ 

The case to. be argued Wednesday 
involves Ton! Murray ^who was taken 
Into custody by police, acting on a 
.warrant that had been quashed. 

It all began when Ms. Murray's' 
purse and checkbook were stolen. She 
reported the theft, but several months 



later some of the stolen checks were 
cashed at various stores. 

Authorities brought charges against 
her, but they were later dropped when 
it was determined she was really the 
victim of the theft. Police, however, 
were incorrectly Informed she had 
failed to show up Tor a court date —~ 
resulting In her arrest. 

On TuesdayT the justices will hear 
arguments In two Immigration con- 
troversies — one focusing on_whether_ 
illegal aliens who witness crimes can 
be deported or should be jailed in case 
they arc needed to testify at trial. 

The government is appealing a 
ruling that overturned a man's con- 
viction because two illegal aliens who- 
witnessed his alleged crime were

"i*Four Politburo members who are 
considered top contenders. 

•A handful of younger but ac- 
complished party officials who are 
considered dark horse candidates. 
•A longsbot group of Soviets who 



are not of Russian ethnic origin but 
could become quite Influential la the 
post-Brezhnev era. 

Brezhnev's long-time protege, 
Konstantln Chemenko, Is the No. 1 
candidate of nearly ail analysts for 
.pmmotionjQjwtyJeadersW^ 
70, but very healthy. 

The three other Politburo members 
thought to be contenders' are Andrei 
Kirilenko, 75, who ha s a background 
Iri Industrial mana ge merit ; Yuri 
Andropov, 67, the KGB director; and 
-Dmltry~Xstirjov,_73,--the__defense 
minister. 

Among dark horse possibilities are 
Mikhail Gorbachev, 51, the youngest 
Politburo member and an agricultur- 
al expert with a brag record of bard 
work on behalf/of the party; and 
Vladimir Dolgikh, 57, a Central 
Committee official credited with the 
recent dramatic growth of . heavy 
industry In Siberia. 

But the speculation over who will 
replace Brezhnev necessarily awaita 



a decision by the party leader himself, 
or his peers on the 14-man Politburo, 
that he must step aside. And wben 
that will come Is uncertain. — 
Brezhnev dropped from sight 
March 25 and there were several

Soviet officials refused to comment 
on the dozens of stories that specuated

tended Brezhnev was on the verge of 
resigning his party and government 
posts-That dedal did not address his 
physical condition. 

Brezhnev's personal physician, Dr. 
Yevgeny Chazov, told Western ac- 
quaintances last week, however, that 
bis VIP patfent may have suffered 
nothing worse than exhaustion as a 
result of a strenuous schedule of 
speeches and public appearances in 



March. 

At worst, Chazov reportedly said, 
Brezhnev may have suffered an 
extremely miM stroke. 

No one has disclosed whether 
Brezhnev suffered from paralysis or 
lost his powers of speech. -But the 
Soviet leader's coodllioo apparently 
has been Improving - he was seen 
riding through Moscow in, his official 
-motorcade several time* list- week. 

Such fleeting glimpses do not, bow- 
ever,, shed any llght_on_whetber_ 
Brezhnev will be able to resume 
day-to-day leadership of the gov- 
ernment. 

Pravda "has published Taasensroi 
telegrams and other messages to 
world leaders supposedly signed by 
Brezhnev, but they supply no evi- 
dence about the true slate of his 
health. 

A Central Committee member who 
met with an unofficial group of Amer- 



ican visitors earlier this month said 
Brezhnev probably would take up 
President Reagan's Invitation to meet 
at the United Nations in June. But few 
Kremlin-watchers In Moscow think 
the Soviet leader wilTbe capable of

The main question about 
Brezhnev's health now Is when he will 
be able to resume making public 
appearances.

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Lack of authority figures contributes to youth problems

Wc are in the throes of a national 
emergency. One that could spell more 
serious consequences for the future 
than the waste shortage, the energy 
deficit, inflation, unemployment or 
-the national debt. - 

America is suffering a shortage of 
authority figures. 

The mother of a 14-year-old I talked 
with touched on the problem. "He has 
. trouble _wlUi_ authority figures. He 
wants (olive byTils ownruiesrBut," - 
she added, "that seems to be more the 



rule than the exception these days. " 
The present generation of teen- 

■ agers does seem, on the surface at 
least, a lot more rebellious — and 
self -destructively so — than ours was 
twenty years ago. There's more drug 
use, delinquency, alcoholism, truancy 
and — or so it appears to me — just 

-plain arrogance than there waVwherr 
I was coming up. 

The other side of the coin is that, by 
and large, children today aren't get- 
ting the guidance, the supervision or 
the discipline we got. 
~If'tb^ay's^'chlldie^~seem"heII4)ent 
on "doing their own thfng," It's only 



because today's adults seem equally 
determined to do theirs. 

Where there are children who have 
trouble with authority figures, there 
are adults who have trouble being 
authority figures. 
And that's the real problem. 
Some adults try to make too much 
of" theJr-authority.- They -mistakenly— 
believe that authority figures are 
supposed to give children orders and 
that children are supposed to obey. 
Other adults make too little of their 
authority and a child's need .for It. 
They mistakenly feel children should 
be treated as equals. 



But children are neither underlings 
or little adults and adults who treat 
them as either are not authority 
figures. * 

Being a teacher, a parent or a police 
officer doesn't automatically make 
someone an_ authority figure. 
Authority figures make themselves, 
and- their - key attribute is self- 
discipline. That Is the essential In- 
gredient. Most authority figures also 
have a sense of humor that extends to 



_ They are tolerant of a child's child- 
ishness and his mistakes. But 
authority figures are always mindful 



of the need to create and enforce 
reasonable limits. 

When 1 it comes time to enforce, 
authority figures rarely, if ever 
threaten. .They simply enforce, firmly 
and gently. 

Authority figures are effective 
communicators. They take the time to 
listen to children and speak 
straightforwardly, so as to be un- 
derstood. 

They are reliable. They treat 
children with respect and dignity. 
They expect great things qf children, 
but not right away. They are loving, 
caring and approving, but they are 



not afraid to disapprove when the 
situation demands it. 

Authority figures are willing to 
compromise with children, and are 
honest when they won't. An authority 
figure understands that only by shar- 
ing his power with children is his 
power affirmed. 

In short, an authority figure cm- 
bodies everything good that adults 
have to offer children.

The primary emphasis will be to 
help the Salvation Army client 
become more independent and self ■ 
sufficient, improve his self Image 
while meeting his spiritual needs. 

. This will be no easy task, admits 
Lee Graves, coordinator," who 
came here last fall from Oregon 

.where, .he helped establish , a... 

statewide food network. 

Food network faces snap 
' While formation of a.Jood bank 
might sbuhaTsafller than the highly 
intangible task of screening and 
matching volunteers to clients and 
aiding both to work cooperatively 
together. Graves said he has run 
into- snags., trying to obtain 
community-wide cooperation on 
such a comparatively simple 
_motter_as._handling -mrpf 
foodstuffs. 

Providing emergency food needs 
of clients has long been a promi- 
nent part of the Salvation Army 
services. In the past this was done 
throu gh use of food vouchci

Divorced dad achieves friendship with sons

In the years since my divorce I've written a number of 
times about my struggles to re-establish relationships 
with my two sons, Jay, who now is 23, and Grant, who is 
22. . 

With the divorce, both Immediately scratched me off 
the list of people who mattered — or who even existed — in 
their lives, and for what seemed to be a very long time It 
was as if I had no sons and they had no father. 

What kept me plugging along during those bleak times 
was the constant advice from friends and from counselors 
I Interviewed: Try to keep the door open; don't push, but 
let them know that you love them, that you're available 
and that you want to resume the relationship. 

Grant and I, because we had so much tradition to loll 
back on, mended, the.brcak rather quickly, really, and he 
began to visit my wife, Marilyn, and me in Philadelphia 
once or twice. a year beginning In 1977. But with Jay 
reconciliation was slow and exceedingly painful. . 

Yes, Grant could- forgive and forget and, besides that, 
he said, I had been OK as a father when he was growing up 
— probably better than I thought. No, Jay didn't find it 
easy to forgive and forget. He wasn't at all certain thai 
we'd ever be more than friends — and probably not very 
good friends because we didn't have much in common. ; 



— While Grant and I had shared aratherrich life together.- 
centering mostly on sports. Jay and I had not, and II 
became obvious tome that we had to build tradition as a 
framework on which wc could quilt together a rela- 
tionship. So wc worked on that — by making It a point to 
do as many things together as wc could when he 
occasionally visited from Charlotte, N.C. 

As the months melted into years, his attitude toward mc 
thawed, and once he even told me that he admired the 
person I had become. Later, when I visited him, he sold 
that he really had begun to feel close to me, and that he 
liked the feeling very much. 

Back in the fall he wrote me a letter that I saved, 
because in so many ways it was the ultimate letter of 
reconciliation, not Just in hfs relationship with mc but in 
his relationship with himself. 

Jay, for years, had lived with a philosophy that seemed 
to amount to this: It's better to be safe than sorry; don't 
. take any risks ; don't gamble on anything new. 

Now, in this remarkable letter,' after his graduation 
from college and before his planned departure for a 
theology school in Oklahoma, he revealed a new philoso- 
phy. He had become, by his own account, a free-wheel cr, 
and he was savoring every drop of his new life. 

Here are parts of the letter, which I'm sharing with. - 
Jay's permission. 



. ..... '.'Sunday night 16 of us got off work-nt the theme park at 

] 6 o'clock and left for the Chattahoochee River near 
Clayton, Ga. We gol to the lSlack Mountain State Park 
about 10:30 ... and since we were short of tents, some of us.

_ climbing a rock. I'm a little sore, but it's nothing serious. 
At the end ol the rapids, there's a lake that you must 
paddle across. It was 2% miles across, and wc were pretty 
tired, Wegotoffthewateraround5:30. ... 
1 want to go back next May, when the water Is so high 

■ that you can't even see most of the rocks on which wc got 
stuck and when all of the rhododendron and mountain 
laurel are In bloom.... You should try white-water rafting

The trip to Georgia was with two foremen from the - 
theme park, and on the way back — late at night — 1 
talked about a lot of serious things, which is what I do 
when I'm tired. I surprised myself by how much I talked 
about you. It seems like the more we get to'kaow each 
other, as each of us is'now, the more I miss seeing you.

I still have the letter, which Is tucked inside a folder in 
my desk. I suspect that I'll always keep it — as a reminder 
that people, attitudes and relationships can change, that 
things approaching miracles do happen, that life Is 
beautiful.

rates," Anthonysaid in a recent Interview. 

"These interest rates and inflation have collapsed v 
our construction industry and are hurting Idaho 
farmers for tbeThlrdyear in a row^hesays.-^People-i- 
Itke to talk about cutting federal spending, but the ' 
really big bucks can only be found in the Department 
of Defense budget. 
"This bloated war expenditure and proliferation of ' 
- nuclear bombs and their vehlcles-Is a-most-undcstra- — 



administration of forcing on the U.S. a war-making 
capability it docs not need, nor, on examination, 
really wants. Is truly irresponsible." 

Anthony claims that the only reason for expanding 
the military Is to "confront and face down" the 
Russians. He says the goal of deterrence already has 
been met and can be "continued with less arms than 
the United States already has on line. 

"We're' looking at spending $228 billion for war- 
making capabilities during the next five or six 
years," he says. "I say such priorities are mixed up 
somewhere." 

Instead, Anthony advocates halting military pro- 
duction and then cooperatively reducing arms with 
the Soviets until a minimum level can be reached. 
According to Anthony, 400 -nuclear bombs apieco 
provides adequate deterrence because that number of

Mild gains predicted for housing industry 




By STEVE LIPSON 
Times-News writer 

TWIN FALLS — A recovery in the housing 
industry, something that has been predicted 
almost every six months for the last two years, 
may have to wait until next year. 

..The outlook, according to local lenders, 
real-estate agents and home builders is for 
modest Improvement, at best, compared with 
lastyear. 

So far this year, the market has been worse 
than last, although some of the drop may have 
been caused by harsh winter weather. During 
the first three months of 1982, slightly more 
than 110 homes were sold In Twin Falls 
County. That is 15 percent less than sales 



during the first three months of 1981, about 40 
percent less than sales during those months In 
1980 and more than 65 percent less than*ales 
during those months in 1978 and 1979. x 

"Ralph Smith, the manager of the Safeco 
Title Insurance Co. office in Twin Palls, Is only 
half-joking when he says he would like to close 
his office for the rest of the year. Title 
companies check the legal ownership of pro- 
perty as one of the last steps before a sale is 
completed. 

Smith expects no recovery In the housing 
industry until next year. "By 1983, 1 think real 
estate would be recovering. I can't believe it 
would stay this slack for two years in a row," 
he says. 

High interest rates are the main culprit 



responsible for the depressed housing In- 
dustry. Yet even when Interest rates start to 
fall, the housing market will not recover 
quickly. Smith says. 

"What does the average buyer do when he's 
looking for a house and Interest rates start 
down? He waits for the interest rates to come 
way_down,'- Smith-says. "So, we have, that 
bottleneck to get through." 

Lenders believe conventional mortgage 
rates might fall to 14 percent, from the current 
16 percent to 17 percent range, within the next 
several months. And fiat appears to be an 
interest rate people can afford.

Bankers, buyers both seeking compromises

TWIN FALLS — For more than two years, home 
'buyers and sellers have made do without much help 
from their traditional 1 pnrtners-ln-closlngs, the 
, savings and loan industry. 

Conventional fixed-rate, 30-year mortgages from 
savings and loans have been stuck in the 16 percent to 

17. percent range for about a year, far beyond the 
budgets of mortal home buyers. Lower-interest funds 
supplied by a variety of government programs have 
become scarce. 

-"Many sales that might have been routine four years 
ago, now require "creative" financing." In most 
vers{o_ns,_ this, means the seller helps a buyer by 
accepting delayed payment for a portion of the sale 
price and a below-market-interest rate on that 

-money- 



Savings and loan officials promise that .their 
Industry will return In force to the business of making 
home loans. The questions are: When, and what types 
of loans will be offered. 

"We have not refused to lend money in the 
real-estate market," says Herman Voss, the vice 
president of the Nampabased Home Federal Savings 
and Loan. "We're quoting 17 percent. There just 
aren't many people that can qualify for that rate of 
interest. High rates have just squelched' the real- 
estate market." 

However, Home Federal still Is making home loans, 
he says. Much of that money goes to people with 
existing Home Federal mortgages .who want to 
refinance their homes. 

"As far as refinancing our existing customers, we 
can meet In a mutually agreeable rate. This creates a 
fair volume of business for us," Voss says. 

Twin Falls-based First Federal Savings and Loan 
uses a similar program to help homeowners with Its 
mortgages sell those homes. The program was 1 
started more than a year ago. The rates on new 
mortgages written under this program have averaged 
slightly more than 13 percent. This compares with 
First Federal's current conventional mortgage rate 

.of 16:5 percent: ■ 

When a person wants to buy a hotie that has been 
financed previously with a First Federal mortgage, 
the savings and loan uses a formula that averages the 
rate on the existing mortgage with current rates to 
determine the rate it will offer. 



This allows First Federal to eiiminnte some old 
mortgages in its portfolio, mnny paying 9 percent 
interest or less, 3ays Jim Dodds, the president of the 
savings and loan. 

Although 13 percent is less than the rate current 
money-market conditions demand. It still represents 
an improvement, Dodds says. And 13 percent to 14 
percent mortgages seem to be about the highest rates 
people can afford, he says. 
' "We could put It higher, but why kill the goose that 
laysthegoldencgg," he says. 
Overall, savings and loans nationally lent about half 
_as much money for.homcsJn_i9ai.as in i980__And they... 
lent less in I960 than in 1978 and 1979. So far this year, 
savings and, loans have lent even less, says Dennis 
Jacobe, the director of research tor the U.S League of 

Savings and Loan Associations. - 

The savings and loan industry is about to go through 
— a-revoIuttonr^-says^lts-lcliiiliO 
that occurred in the auto Industry, a whole bunch of 
new models will be coming out." 

A 30-year, fixed-rate mortgage Imposes too much 
risk on a lender, says Peter Knight, the assistant 
director for * mortgage finance for the National 
Association of Realtors. Money-market conditions 
can change so rapidly now that lenders are reluctant 
to moke such long-term commitments. 

But the adjustable-rate mortgages now available 
are unpopular because they are just as heavily 
weighted in the lenders' favor, he says. "It's a matter 
of balance." 

"There are going to be as many loan products 
available as there Is the Imagination of lenders," says 
Robert Glalsyer, the president of United First Feder- 
al Savings and Loan, which is the largest savings and 
loan In Idaho. 

:'The key Ingredient is what the public is willing to 
accept," he says. 

When savings and loans do return to the 
mortgage-lending business, several industry officials 
said the institutions will regain the dominant share of— 
the mortgage business they formerly held. 

"I don't think there's anyone standing In the wings 
-waiting 'to-take over our~positton;"-says-Home— 
Federal's Voss. "We may lose a little, but I don't think 
we'll lose a lot." 

Knight disagrees. "I don't think the dynamics of the 
mortgage finance will ever be the same. New players 
with new significance will arise."

Old barns reflect 
settlers' dreams 



BUHL — Built larger than needed, now largely 
neglected, they stand as monuments to the Industri- 
ousncss of those who built the Magic Valley. 

Huge old barns dot the landscape ol Twin Palls County, 
providing grist for many a painting and photograph. 
"Classic Americana," more than one author has called 
them, although the architectural precepts often were ■ 
Dutch or British or German. 

Beauty undoubtedly was one objective from the outset, 
since the barns served as community focal points. 

"Oratory broke loose promiscuously and In chunks," 
wrote a journalist attending (be April 11, 1912, dedication 
of the Clover Leaf dairy and cheese factory four miles 
southeast of Buhl. 

Lured by promises of ampie water and dally sunshine, 
- Immigrants-from-me^EaBt-and-Mldwest-broughl-with- 
them the skills and judgments acquired in different 
circumstances. They set to work building barns almost : 
Immediately. 

"Nowadays, people build a fine home first. Then, you 
built the bam, because that made the living," says Ted 
Sandmeyer, whose father moved to Buhl and bought the , 
Clover Leaf dairy six years after it was built. 
The first homo erected on the property was a one-room 
_cabin. jised In later year s as a cook shack. But the bam ;

was the largest in Idaho at the time, according to a 
dedication report printed in the Buhl Herald. 

Though convenient for dairymen, with hay mows 
directly above the ^round-floor milking parlors, the large ; 

Farmers found they could 
store hay safely and more easily out of doors In the arid ■■ 
Idaho climate. 

The structures, If they are used at all, now winter cattle - 
or house farm machinery. 

A Buhl native, Madeline Keiiey Buckendorf, Is compil- 
ing information about a cluster of barns In the Buhl-Filer 
area to nominate thestructures for listing on the National : 
Register of Historic Places. 

Such designation would recognize the historical im- 
portance,, of the barns, and allow owners certain tax >. 
advantages if they restore the structures or remodel them ; 
to serve modem functions. 

Buckendorf, the coordinator of the Oral History Center ■ 
for the state Historical Society in Boise, says she spent 
several ■ months-researching the- BuhlrFiler barns; -and- ~ 
- hopes toTclurn to complete the project this summer. —
